DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The applicants amended the claims to introduce a limitation "In an in-drum drying 
installation..." This limitation has been considered, but the examiner's position that it is 
not limit the structure of the claimed drum and the claimed devices. The claimed drum 
and devices are not claimed in combination with the installation. No specific structure is 
required by the introduced limitation. This limitation is not more than recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed drum and devices. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are indefinite because it is not clear from claim 9 whether or not 
referenced inner chambers are the same. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by James 
(US Patent No 4,717,510). 

James teaches an apparatus as claimed. See entire document, especially Figs. 
1 , 2 and 4 and the related description. 

The apparatus comprises a drum (10) with a plate (1 1 ) and a removing device 
(15). These devices meet all claimed limitations. 

The apparatus is designed for radioactive waste management, has the claimed 
structure and, thereby is capable of performing the claimed functions. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/24/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to the rejection of claims 9-12, made under 35 USC 1 12(2), the 
applicants argue that in view of the amendment is clear that "an inner chamber" in the 
body of the claim is different from "an inner body" recited the preamble. 

The examiner would like to note that no amendment to the referenced part of the 
claim has been made. The only amendment, which has been made is introducing of the 
limitation "In an in-drum drying installation". 

Claim 9 still uses the same term "an inner chamber" to designate two parts, 
which according to the applicants Remarks are not the same. This makes the claims 
indefinite and confusing. 

The rejection is maintained. 
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With respect to the rejection of claims 1-13 made under 35 USC 102, the 
applicants argue that James does not teach the loss plate as claimed. 

This is not persuasive. First, in contrast to the applicant's arguments, James 
teaches the plate. Cover (11) meets all the claimed limitations of the loss plate. Second, 
claims 9-13 do not even require the loss plate as a part of the structure. 

With respect to claim 3, the applicants argue that, according to them, James 
does not disclose a loss plate having a convexity. 

This is not persuasive because, in contrast to the applicants statement, James 
teaches Cover (1 1 ) having convexity. See at least part (1 1 ) at Fig.2.
